GOV. COX FRIENDLY TO WO- 
MAN SUFFRAGE. 

Comparison of the records of Gov- 
ernor Cox, Democratic Presidential 
candidate, and Senator Harding, 
Republican nominee, On the matter 
of woman suffrage, is made by the 
National Woman's party in a state- 
ment issued recently. 

According to the suffragists, Mr. 
Harding's record was "varied, eva- 
sive and noncommittal." until the 
autumn of 1919, when he voted for 
the Federal amendment. His suff- 
rage record since that time indi- 
cates that he has been lukewarm on 
the subject. Complaint is made by 
suffrage leaders that the Republican 
nominee has refused to take a "de- 
cisive stand" on the question since 
his nomination. 

On the other hand, Mr. Cox is de- 
clared tc have "shown a favorable 
attitude from the first." Suffragists 
say that the Governor has been 
willing to meet their suggestions 
and that he has shown "marked in- 
terest" in the Federal amendment. 
Duplications "have always been as- 
sured of his support" when the reso- 
lution should come up in the Ohio 
Legislature, the women assert.

SCHOOL TO BE HELD FOR AT- 
TENDANCE OFFICERS 



There will be held at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky for a period of two 
weeks beginning August 2, 1920, a 
school for attendance officers. Thes<- 
officers are provided in each county 
by recent act of the Legislature for 
the purpose of enforcing the com- 
pulsory attendance law. State Su- 
perintendent George Colvir is ar- 
ranging for all county superintend- 
ents and attendance officers in each 
county to attend. The American 
Red Cross is co-operating in the 
work and the school is under the 
joint auspices of the ,r>tate Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the American 
Red Cross and the University of 
Kentucky. 

There will be lectures presented 
twice a day during the entire two 
weeks. The list of sper.kers has not 
been fully made out, but a suggest- 
ed list has been prepared. 

The authorities in charge of the 
school believe that a new day has 
arrived for compulsory education in 
Kentucky. Uniformity in the en- 
forcement of the law will be stress- 
ed. Kentucky has a compulsory 
attendance law with the teeth in it 
if it is correctly interpreted and 
rightly enforced. The reasons 
therefore for bringing county super- 
intendents and attendance officers 
together are very evident. 



Never before in the history of 
business was advertising so inform- 
ative as now.

As a result 
the buyer can get a very intelligent 
idea of the state of the market, be- 
fore he enters any store or looks at 
f.ny goods. 

This is the way any skilled buyer 
goes to work. The purchasing agent 
of a business concern would not at- 
tempt to make any contracts until 
he had looked over his trade papers 
and found out what were the tend- 
encies in the market, what styles 
were favored, and what prices were 
being offered. Armed with a care- 
ful study of market conditions, he is 
ready to do business, and can make 
better trades than the man who 
took no pains to inform himself. 

The newspaper advertising offers 
to the household and personal buyer 
the same service that the trade pa- 
per and the market report provide 
to the corporation purchasing agent. 
After a study of newspaper adver- 
tising, the buyer for the home gains 
a better idea what should be paid 
for any article. 

The careful student of home store 
advertising should be able to buy 10 
to 20 per cent, cheaper than the 
person who pays no attention to the 
store news.

ARSENATE OF LEAD WILL KILL 
TOBACCO WORM 



Arsenate of lead is a deadly poi- 
son for the tobacco worm, which 
has already made its appearance 
this year, and should be treated im- 
mediately. Unlike Paris Green the 
lead is safe and effective and ROt 
disagreeable to handle. 

Arsenate of lead controls the work 
satisfactory and is preferred to 
Paris Green, which has in the past 
been the favorite insecticide. The 
lead sticks to the tobacco leaf 
longer and rarely causes any burn- 
ing of the plant even when used to 
excess and causes very little irri- 
tation to the skin of the one who 
is brushing it on the plant. It is 
?afe and effective in rainy weather. 
It should be applied at a rate of 
%% pounds an acre in powdered 
form and should be put on with a 
dust gun that is large enough to 
make air force so strong that the 
lead will stick to the leaf. A dust 
gun with a small fan wastes the 
insecticide. The plants should be 
dusted when there is not a breeze 
and when the dew is on the plant. 
A good hand can dust ten acres of 
tobacco plants a day.

The Lexington Leader company in 
a suit filed in Circuit Court, at Lex- 
ington, asks that the city of Lex- 
ington be prevented from collecting 
taxes on the machinery, products of 
materials, on the grounds that it is 
a manufacturing company. The suit 
asks that a permanent injunction 
be issued by the court against the 
city to prevent such taxes from be- 
ing collected. 

The Leader in its suit declares 
that the issuing of a newspaper is a 
manufacturing business and details 
the processes necessary to issue a 
daily paper The petition declares 
that the city, over protest, has at- 
tempted tc lew taxes on the com- 
pany and assess the machinery ana- 
materials, and has listed them for 
taxation at $21,300 for 1917, $21,- 
500 for 1918 and the same figure tor 
1919. Hie company declares that it 
rendered a full account of its other 
taxable property and asks that the 
city be restrained from proceeding 
further along the present lines. R. 
C. Stoll is attorney for the plaintiff.
